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OPEN  CAMPUS:  ONLY  A  MEMORY 


Since  its  opening  twenty  four  years  ago, 
Belleville  East  has  maintained  and  open 
campus  policy  for  at  least  one  class  of  the 
student  body.  Today  in  1989,  though, 
Belleville  East  joined  its  fellow  high 
schools  in  closing  its  campus  in 
accordance  with  its  new  policy  of 
increased  safety  and  accountability.  'There 
has  been  a  trend  within  the  community, 
and,  really,  within  the  nation,  for  the  past 
five  years  to  increase  the  accountability  for 
kids  behavior,"  Mr.  Tim  Barth  explained. 
"We're  doing  everything  we  can  do  to  try 
to  make  the  school  safe." 

The  seniors,  juniors  and  sophomores 
remember  seeing  the  swarms  of  seniors 
coming  and  going  during  the  day  last  year, 
but  do  they  remember  all  the  car 
accidents,  all  the  people  returning  to 
school  unable  to  study,  and  all  the  people 
waiting  to  see  their  principals  about 
skipping?  It  is  for  these  reasons  that  the 
school  board  has  closed  East's  campus. 
Only  six  or  seven  years  ago,  in  fact,  the 
campus  was  open  juniors  and  seniors;  a 


decade  ago  the  campus  was  open  to 
everyone.  Starting  ten  years  ago,  however, 
the  school  board  closed  the  campus  for 
freshmen  and  sophomores  as  the 
beginning  of  its  long  phase  out  of  its  open 
campus  policy.  The  phase  out  was  finally 
completed  this  year  because  of  two 
incidents  that  occurred  last  year  at 
Belleville  West  and  Cahokia  High  School. 

It  was  as  Assistant  Principal  Barth  put  it, 

"A  classic  example  (of  open  campus 
problems)  was  that  kid  that  got  hit  by  a 
train  at  West  last  year  during  lunch;  it  was 
sort  of  the  straw  that  broke  the  camel's 
back.  Two  weeks  before  that  a  kid  got 
murdered  during  lunch  hour  across  the 
street  from  Cahokia  High  School." 

Although  it  may  seem  unfair  to  some, 
Mr.  Barth  is  quick  to  point  out  that  over 
two  thirds  of  the  seniors  get  to  leave  at 
1:30  or  2:00  anyway  because  of  the  new 
schedule.  The  grumbling  probably  won't 
die  down  for  about  another  year,  after  the 
present  seniors  are  gone.

National  News:  the  1980's

Local  News:  1989-1990 

There  were  three  major  stories  which 
rocked  the  Belleville  area  in  the  last  year.  All 
involved  the  killing  of  innocent  babies  or 
people. 


The  biggest  grabber  of  newspaper  head¬ 
lines  was  undoubtedly  the  story  of  Paula  Sims. 
Twice  she  told  police  investigators  of  a 
masked  intruder  who  entered  her  house  and 
kidnapped  her  baby  daughters.  The  first  time 
was  in  1986  when  her  daughter  Loralei  died 
mysteriously.  The  second  was  on  April  29, 
1 989,  when  her  daughter  Heather  was  found 
in  West  Alton,  Mo.  in  a  plastic  garbage  bag. 
Police  did  not  believe  her  story  the  second 
time,  however,  and  Sims  was  forced  to  stand 
trial.  She  was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  life 
in  prison  with  no  chance  of  parole. 

Another  shocking  story  was  the  brutal  mur¬ 
ders  of  30-  year  old  Elaine  Lanman  and  her  3- 
year  old  son,  Kenneth.  Her  husband,  John 
Lanman  returned  home  from  work  on  Sept. 
27,  1989  to  find  his  wife  and  son  beaten  and 
stabbed  to  death  in  their  Belleville  home.  A 
note  was  found  at  the  scene  linking  38-  year 
old  Dale  Anderson  to  the  killings.  He  was 
arrested  at  his  house  two  days  after  the 
murders. 

Perhaps  the  story  that  affected  students  of 
Belleville  East  most  was  the  discovery  of  the 
decomposed  body  of  Audrey  Cardenas  in  the 
creek  end  of  the  campus.  Cardenas  had 
moved  to  Belleville  from  Texas  to  work  for  the 
News-  Democrat.  Rodney  Woidtke,  a  drifter 
who  had  a  past  history  of  mental  illness,  was 
convicted  for  the  murder  and  sentenced  to  45 
years  in  jail.  However,  no  physical  evidence 
actually  existed  to  link  Woidtke  to  the  crime 
and  the  conviction  was  based  on  his  own 
incriminating  statements.  Many  Belleville  resi¬ 
dents  are  still  not  sure  the  actual  murderer  has 
been  brought  to  justice.

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The  members  of  the  1989  Lancer  Football  team 
were  at  first  an  unorganized  group  of  athletes.  As 
individuals,  there  were  many  potential  stand¬ 
outs,  and  as  a  team,  they  were  a  promising,  play¬ 
off  contender.  However,  the  first  few  weeks  of 
the  season  told  a  different  story.  Plagued  with 
injuries  and  unsure  of  themselves,  the  Lancers 
lost  badly  to  their  first  two  opponents,  Mehlville 
and  Altoff.  Still,  in  the  wake  of  these  defeats,  a 
goal  was  set  that  they  would  make  the  Play-offs, 
beat  East— side,  and  win  the  state  championship. 
Knowing  this  meant  winning  every  game  for  the 
rest  of  the  season,  the  team  quickly  came  togeth¬ 
er  and  began  playing  as,  and  believing  they  were 
a  championship  squad.  Practices  were  taken 
more  seriously  and  pride  drove  each  to  be  better. 
The  captains,  Kaylan  Kennel  and  jeff  Rousseau, 
began  motivating  and  directing  the  team.  Atti¬ 
tudes  became  focused  and  the  will  to  win  tough¬ 
ened. 

Against  Mehlville  and  Althoff,  East's  defense 
allowed  over  700  total  offensive  yards,  104  offen¬ 
sive  plays,  and  63  points.  An  average  of  350  yards 
per  game,  but  with  one  week's  worth  of  practice, 
the  Lancer's  matured  into  a  defense  that  allowed 
only  50  points  for  the  rest  of  the  regular  season. 

The  offense  also  improved  by  leaps  and 
bounds.  Against  Mehlville  and  Althoff,  East 
gained  only  226  yards  and  less  than  100  yards 
rushing  per  game.  However,  the  total  of  yards  in 
the  next  three  games  were  203,  364,  and  272. 
Furthermore,  East's  massive  offensive  line  plowed 
through  opposing  defenses  and  opened  holes, 
allowing  Billy  Jordan  and  Delann  Fowler  to  gain 
994  yards  and  613  yards  respectively. 

The  team  obviously  had  tapped  its  potential 


and  game  after  game,  continued  on  with  its  mis¬ 
sion  to  be  the  best.  Its  greatest  test  was  against 
East  St.  Louis,  and  it  can  be  proudly  said,  the 
challenge  was  met  with  more  poise  and  determi¬ 
nation  then  East  side  ever  faced.  East  fought  hard, 
the  coaches  planned  and  prepared  well,  and  until 
the  last  quarter  of  the  game  the  score  was  tied 

13- 13.  A  fourth  quarter  East  side  TD  tipped  the 
scales  though,  and  East  St.  Louis  squeezed  out  a  7 
point  victory. 

This  only  tempered  East's  determination 
though.  The  team  pursued  unwaveringly  towards 
the  play-offs,  steam  rolling  its  last  three  oppo¬ 
nents  and  earning  a  play-off  berth. 

The  Pekin  Dragons  featured  an  all-state  quar¬ 
terback  and  a  tough  run-and-shot  style  offense. 
East  prepared  for  its  play-off  opponent  with  only 
three  days  of  practices.  Anticipation  grew  and 
the  players  were  confident  and  ready.  The  game 
was  well  fought  and  the  battle  was  close.  In  the 
end  though,  Pekin  walked  away  victorious  from  a 

14- 10  game. 

The  eyes  were  tearful.  The  faces  were  worn, 
sad,  and  almost  frightened  at  the  thought  that  the 
season  had  come  to  an  end.  Although  the  fans 
don't  truly  appreciate  what  football  means  to  the 
few  who  play  it,  it  is  probably  the  most  emotion¬ 
al,  physical  and  dynamic  team  sport  there  is  and 
to  the  players  it's,  for  the  short  9  game  season,  a 
way  of  life. 

To  the  '89  team  and  coaches,  thanks  for  making 
my  senior  fall  so  memorable  and  fun.  I'll  miss  the 
team,  and  the  game,  and  to  those  who  play  next 
year,  do  us  proud!

Marketing  Education  is  a  class  for  stu¬ 
dents  that  are  interested  in  careers  on 
marketing  and  management.  To  help  stu¬ 
dents  prepare  for  the  business  world,  the 
course  is  divided  into  three  areas:  a  two- 
hour  classroom  portion,  a  one-hour  work 
training  station,  and  the  student  club, 
DECA. 

The  two-hour  class  meets  daily  and  pro¬ 
vides  the  student  with  many  varied  and 
interesting  activities,  including  guest 
speakers,  field  trips,  display  building,  and 
computer  simulations.  Marketing  Educa¬ 
tion  helps  the  student  to  become  more 
employable  and  enables  the  student  to 
develop  knowledge  and  skills  in  market¬ 
ing  and  management. 

The  second  portion  of  the  Marketing 
Education  program  is  the  one-hour  train¬ 
ing  station.  At  the  training  station,  each 
student  is  employed  at  an  area  business 
and  works  15  to  25  hours  a  week  and  also 
receives  one  credit  and  a  grade.  On  the 
job,  the  student  learns  to  become  an  ex¬ 
cellent  employee  and  functions  as  a  man¬ 
agement  trainee. 

The  most  fun  and  enjoyable  part  of  the 
program  is  the  club,  Distributive  Educa¬ 
tion  Clubs  of  America  or  DECA,  which 
meets  twice  a  month.  The  club  enables 
the  student  to  put  into  practice  many  of 
the  things  learned  in  the  class  room.  Some 
of  the  club  activities  are  chapter  volleyball 
and  softball  games,  picnics,  the  Thanks¬ 
giving  Needy  Food  Project,  sales  projects, 
field  trips,  and  participation  in  area,  state, 
and  national  contests.

The  Ecology  club  was  formed  in  order 
to  give  students  a  chance  to  see  their  en¬ 
vironment  and  try  to  understand  our 
world  around  us.  The  activities  of  the  club 
include  caving,  canoe,  hiking,  and  a  trip  to 
Quetico  Provincial  Park  in  Ontario. 

The  group  is  also  involved  in  civic  pro¬ 
jects  of  beautification  and  recycling.  This 
year  the  club  sponsored  an  Earth  Day  as¬ 
sembly  in  celebration  of  it's  20th  anniver¬ 
sary.
